THE MAN ABOUT TOWN. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF THE LATE 
GEORGE F. PIERCE. 


Real Estate in Atlanta—Vietor Hugo’s Creed— 
Three Fine Calves—Georgia’s Prosp ct in New 
Orleans--The Work of Mr. H. B. Piant— 
Interesting Items on Various Subjects. 


Mr. D. C. Bacon has started in earnest organizing 
the state for an exhibit of its resources at New Or- 
leans. He said to me yesterday: 

“J have justreturned from New Orleans where 
1 met the officers of the exposition, I was very 
much pleased with them, They are cordial, quick 
and jam-up business men, Mr. Mullins, the master 
of installation, told me he had already on file ap- 
plicatious for more than three-fourths of the space 
in the main building, and they were still pouring 
in. It is already settled that several auxiliary 
buildings will be needed.”’ 

“Did you get space for the Georgia exhibit?” 

“We will have all we need. Itis about agreed 
that each state will have 59 by 250 feet, though more 
willbe furnished if itis wanted. We may be sure 
of one thing, and that is that the exposition will 
bea graud success,”’ 


“What steps have you taken towards organising 
the work in Georgia?’’ 

“T have had a talk with Governor McDaniel, and 
webave about agreed that he will appointa state 
commissioner from each congressional district. Each 
of these commissioners will then appoint a com 
missioner for eath county. In this way we geta 
thorough organization. I will get circulars from 
New Orleans constantly, and I can reach the people 
through the county commissioners,”’ 

“And about your exhibit?” 

“T shall ask Mr. Berckmans, who isin charge of 
the horticultural department of the exposition,and 
who is going to Europe in that interest, Mr, Liy- 
ingetou, the president of the agricultural society ; 
Judge Hopkins, the president of the Jersey club; 
Mr. Eden Taylor, the secretary of the state grange; 
Mr. Frank Hall, of Dahlonega, and various other 
gentlemen to meet myself, the governor, Commis- 
sioner Henderson aud others here in a few 
daysand agree upon a general programme. We 
will then go before the people.’’ 

“It will be important to get the nucleus of an ex- 
hibit?’ 

“That we think will be furnished at the state fair 
in Macon. That comesin October and closes six 
weeks ahead of the exposition. If we can get the 
best of that exhibit and carry it to New Orleans we 
shall have a fine nucleus about which to build. The 
railroads leading inte New Orleans have 
agreed to carry collective exhibits 
to and from the exposition free 
ofcharge. There is no reason why Georgia should 
uot have a magnificent exhibit in New Orleans— 
one that will put her first among the states, even 
though they have money appropriated and we have 
nonve.”’ 


Captain Postell, of the Kast and West road, reach- 
ing from Cartersville into Alabama, has come to 
the front at the first cail. He says he will make an 
exhibit of the minerals, woods and products 
along his line, and there is no road-of double the 
mileage that can makea betterdisplay. Every rail- 
road company in Georgia should make a display. 
It ismecessary that the people and private corpora: 
tionsshould take hold in earnest. Nothing can be 
expected from the state. The other southern states 
have appropriated money with which to arrange 
exhibits. In Florida a special session of the legis- 
lature will be called to make the necessary appro- 
priation. In Georgia alone, better off financially 
than any of the states interested, is the public 
spirit of private citizens depended on to do what 
the state itself should do. | 


I met Hon. B. Gibbs, of Dallas, a state senatér of 
Texas, and considerable man in that great empire. 
Touching the movement to Texas he said: ‘The 
action of the legislature, at its calied session, on the 
land question will check the flow of capital, but 
not ef immigration. No mancan get more than 604 
acres of the public lands.

Mr. Hoke Smith, four years ago, bought for $1,900 
atractof land, and went about his law practice 
He sold a part of it for $2,000, and the remaining 
partis worth $10,000. Mr, Grant Wilkins bought 
his home place for $4,500. He has sold $5 500 offof 
it,and can get $10,000 for the balance. These in- 
stances might be multiplied by a hundred each, in 
my personal knowledge.

He made only one set speech during 
the session, and that stamped him as a man of 
great power. It was in favor of a 
con vention to remodel the constitution- 
As chairman of the leading committee 
he was almost constantly on the 
floor, and in short, brilliant off-hand epeeches 
and marvellous tact aad delicacy he easily held the 
leadership of that uncommonly strong house. 
Governor McDaniel, who served with him, said to 
me: “He could put morein a five minues talk than 
any man,old or young,I ever heard.’”’ Ex-Govy- 
ernor Smith said: ‘He had wonderful 
magnetism of speech,”’ Had the 
house of '73 been polled as to which one of its 
members life promised more of honors and prefer- 
ment, George Pierce would have led ali the rest, 
His health tailed him éhorily after his term ex- 
pived, and he mever fairly rallied. 


Governor McDaniel tola me of his first meeting 
with Pierce. The governor was ir the federal prison 
on Johuson’s island, One day asquad of prisoners 
from Hood’s army was broughtin- It was a rag: 
ged and weary crowd, having been captured after 
the fight at Franklin, and the terrible marches that 
preceeded it, At the head was a young fellow, 
bsereheaded, with a pair of old shoes strapped about 
his feet, no shirt, and his breeches literally hanging 
in rags about his legs. His boyish appearance and 
his game and cheerful manner attracted the “old 
rats,’ as the older prisoners were called. Governor 
McDaniel approached him and found that he was 
George Pierce. It happened that the governor had 
an extra pair of breeches, which he gave to the new- 
comer. Some one else gave hima hat, and some- 
body a pair ofshoes andashirt. Dressed thus by 
various men of various sizes, he managed, never- 
theless, said the governor, *‘to appear the next day 
as handsome and distinguished looking as ever—a 
thoroughbred gentlemen on the surface as at 
heart.’”’ In the dull prison life that 
fellowed, he charmed his associates with the same 
lovable qualities that today makes thousands

NEW YORK TOPICS. 


SOME OF THE LIGHTS AND SHADES 
OF THE GREAT CITY. 


The Residence of Mr. William H. Vanderbilt as 
Seen From His Barbor Shop—Great Men Under 
the Razor-—Thirty Years’ Clipping of the 
Beard of Hon. Fernando Wood. 


Special to the Constitution. 

New YorRK, February 29.—Most of the socialists 
in this city are Germans. The socialists believe in 
the assassination of monarchs. Our American 
monarchs are millionaires. William H. Vanderbilt 
is despotic by two hundred millions. Still, he lets 
a German drawa keen blade over his throat every 
day. There is a quaint and jolly old German, with 
a huge red nose, a perfectly bald head, and an im- 
mense moustache waxed at the ends, who may be 
seen any morning of the year going down Fifth 
avenue with the march of a dissipated Prussian 
grenadier and the smile of ahappyinfant. He is 
gentleness itself, his smile is broad and generous, 
and he smiles upon everything. He seems to be al- 
ways happy. Occasionally he disappears into the 
houses of some of the nabobs of Fifth avenue; and 
anon he may be seen stalking down the street 
again. Everybody who knows him calls 
him Jakey, but he owls the full 
name of Jacob Aber. He has been a 
member of the German Fifth regiment, which was 
disbanded recently, ahd talks grandiloquently of 
his war experiences, Every morning about nine 
o’clock he stops at the magnificent residence of 
William H. Vanderbilt, greets the servant who 
opens the door blandly, and goes at once to Mr. 
Vanderbilt's barber shop. 8o much has been writ 
ten about his house, that it seems hardly as though 
nothing new could be told, but many changes t#ke 
place, and in the south wing, adjoining Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s dressing room, there has been fitted up a 
barbershop. Itis small, and in the middle of it 
is a barber’schair, made of dark mahogony and in- 
laid with mother-of-pearl. The base boards of the 
room,the cornices and the door and window frames 
are of the same shade of mahogony, and the 
mother-of-pearl decorations are identical with 
those on the chair. The chair is of the 


regulation barbershop pattern, ang was made by 
a Centerstreet firm, who had on exhibition in 
their windows for some ti efore they sentitto 


Mr. Vanderbilt’s house. Old Jakey shaves the two: 
hundred millionaire, and then dmfts down the 
avenue, nodding gracefully to stage drivers, and 
giving the occasional policeman whom he meets 
the Fifth regiment salute. He shavesseveral other 
wealthy men on his way down, and finally ends 
with Commodore Garrison,on Park avenue. 1hen 
he goes back to his humble home in the lower 
Bowery, and smokes a strong German pipe, and 
plays penuckle with his wife until five o'clock in 
the afternoon. Then he wanders uptown again 
and visitsone or two old gentlemen who pre- 
fer to be shaved before dinner ratherthan ia the 
morning. He returns again to the Bowery, goes to 
a favorite lager beer saloon in Roosevelt street, and 
sits in one particular chair and at one particular 
table every night until eleven o’clock. Then he 
stalks offto bed. Heis close to sixty years of age, 
and is said to be the best barberin New York. He 
gets hisown prices for his work, and probably has 
older customers than any other barber in the world. 
He shaved Fernando Wood thirty years. 

Beards grew perceptibly on numerous faces dur- 
ing the Arion masquerade bail. The men who got 
all there was of that festivity went, as a rule, 
earlier than to other balls, because there was a pre 
cession worth seeing at ten o’clock. Having been 
shaven clean latein the afternoon, their chins were 
just ready to show outcoming beard about the time 
that they appeared in the Madison Square garden’ 
Soon after midnight those faces with a heavy and 
black hirsute growth began to be a 
little shady about the chin; and when the 
last waltz had been hilariously danced, at 4 o’clock 
in the morning, they badly needed arazor. It only 
remained for the first streaks cf daylight-to 
bring out the stubble in harsh re- 
lie ron tho haggard complexions. 
Even the rosiest belle of midnight was considera- 
bly deteriorated by that time, no matter how smoojh 
her cheeks might have remained. At its spectac 
ular best, however, a great New York masquerade 
is well worth the necessary cost of attendance. 
Here were eight thousand persons in a frolic under 
one roof,en a single floor, and largely costumed 
picturesquely or grotesquely. 

If one wishes te see the ragged side of an Arion 
ball he should go to the Brunswick hotel about half 
past three or four o’clock in the morning. Ten 
minutes of observation will suffice. The bare,dis- 
sipated, worn out and rocky factors that go to make 
up @ masquerade are then without their masks, 
and without the music, or the lights, or the move- 
ment of the ball. The dining rooms of the most 
elegant hotel in New York were literally crowded 
with the guests of the Arion for breakfast. The 
Brunswiek kept open all night to accommodate the 
revellers, and made agreat deal of money. The 
women sat around the tables lan- 
guidly, wearily, stupidly or drunkenly. Their 
hats and masks were thrown on the floor, their 
wraps tossed aside, and their hair disarranged. A 
few, still unable to quell the high spirits which 
the excitement had given them, were singing spas- 
modically, and clinking glasses over their heads; 
but the majority sat stolidly with their elbows en 
the table and their chins in their hands, Some 
were garrulous; others sleepy and tired. A very 
small contingent sat upright, ate ferociously, and 
talked incessantly.

The direction of the wind was noted by one

Dur- 
ing the morning and uniil afternoon a Strong wind 
blew directly from the south bringing withit dense 
masses of rain clouds which covered the entire 
heavens from horizon to horizon. At 1 o'clock the 
wind increased into a gale and the rain fell in tor. 
rents; accompanied throughout bya light shower 
Of hail stones as large as Lima beans (at Birming: 
ham,)and of the size of a hen’s egg, it is sdid, 
along the path of the cyclone. Halfan hour after 
the rainfall began, and while it 
was at its worst, seemingly,

The cyclone, however, ie not a solid, and ‘t fre- 
quently haprens that a tree, ora number of trees, 
will withstand the foree of the first shock— 
thouch probebly loosened é:: their places thereby— 
ouly to fallin the opposite Cirectlon when sr-itven 
by the wincd+cn its returning round. Netetherwise 
cau the exceptional direction in which individual 
trees have failen be satisfacicrily explained. 7t may 
be safely ass-riedin further support of this expla- 
nation that posingle instance of sucha reversal of 
the direction of fall can be found anywhere on 
the extreme rightof the teack, where the retura 
stroke of course cannot possibly take effect. 

It should be carefully netel, also, that there isa 
marked degree of uniformity and parallelism in 
the lines of the long ares inticated by the trunks

I hgeve before 
me a strip, takeu from the heart of oneof the pines, 
which, though ten feet in length and two inches in 
width, is scarcely thicker than & case knife. The 
section from which it was taken was literglly split 
intosuch ribbons which connected the faken por- 
tion with the standing stump, but neither was there 
here the slightest} indication ef twist. Without 
multip’ying such examples it is sufficient to say 
that no conciusive evidence of a circular moticg 
being communicated to individual trees was any- 
where te be seen,. The irresistible force with 
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the most narrowly circumscribed areas, rend- 
ers the absence of such evidence 
indeed remarkabie, if not unaccountable. 
Numerous instances were noted, in which two 
large trees growing side by side, and onlya few 
féet apart were prostrated in diametrically opposite 
directions. In many places numbers were seen 
crossed and piled one above another with as little 
regard to direction as would result if a handful of 
matches were cast at random in a heap on the 
floor. This disorder, it should be remembered, 
was corfined tothe line herein assumed as being 
the route followed by the vortex of the winds, to

The 
work of utter devastation at this point must be 
seen tobe appreciated. It cannot be adequately 

described. Theentire line pursued by the vortex 

is marked by a scene of wreck and confusion of 
which I cannot hope toconvey even 4 faint idea 
tothe minds of yeur readers, but which plainly 
shows the twisting action of the winds as applied 

to groups of trees. A mass of tangled weeds, bro- 

ken and intetlaced and beatenaogether by a heavy 
rain most resembles the scene presented here and 
continuotsly for miles; but the weeds in this 
instance are trees of the largest size and each one 
bears in its own body evidence of the exertion of 
a foree that cannot be compared with any other in 

the known world. It is not alone that they were 
overthrown or broken. When felled by the roots 
tke latter were parted so evenly at times tkatit is 
ficult to believe they were not 
~rst severed by means of Tal ax. 
Many were literally pulled up by the reots, with 
masses of clay clinging to them, and efter being 
carried to some distance, were hurled to the 
ground hundreds of feet from the place where they 
stood. Many stumps are to be seen standing 
bare and alone, with ne sign near 
of the tree that was torr from them, 
When broken, again, they were ‘of.imes so com- 
pletely Wrecked and shattered as to fall into frag- 
ments.

The vortex 
was just es evidently nothing more than the “eddy”’ 
formed in suek instances, and méore.>lainly illus- 
trated wherever two tides or the cxrrents of two 
rivers meet. The whirlwind of February 20th had 
its origin doubtless in the coafiuence of two such 
mighty currents 'u mid air; the one from the south 
was the stronger, and gave direction te the current 
of the whirlwind itself: the surrounding clouds 
were involved and drawn dewnward with the de- 
scending spire]. and constituted the tlack funnels 
and connecting column.

From the Sandersville Herald. 
Mr. Evitor:—There is nothing that inter- 
ests an old veteran more than hesring,reading 
or telling some big wartale. It brings to our 
minds our wonderful feats, hair breadth es 
capes, and thrills us with patriotic emotions. 
| am one of those kind, and when ever I see 
anything about the rebel war I am bound to 
read it. Forl wasa brave soldier if I do 
‘say it myself and if all the events that tran- 
spired 1n Sherman’s march to the sea could 
be written you would read something I did, 
just like I tell you. In your last issue you 
copy from an Ohio paper that an old army 
horse was captured by an Ohio cavalry regi- 
mentin storming the city of Sandersville, 
Ga. in Sherman’s march to the sea, bad just 
died out there. That brought tomy mind 
eome of the unwritten history of the war as 
I’ve been told. It seems that a company 
known as the Home Guard, composed of old 
men and young men, big men and lit le men 
armed with double-barreled guns, old flint 
and steel rifles, clubs and pitchforks, and 
every other missile of war, organized to clean 
up Sherman when he got toa certain point, 
in other words they were going to bag Sher- 
man and the invaders. They numbered 
about 25 rank and file. They had read a 
good Jeal about mad yankees and how easy 
they were to get scared, and they were anx- 
ious to run ’em back on we veteran militia 
who had been chasing’em from Atianta to 
Macon, working in the lead of the 
way. 
The Home Guard had along two old con- 
federate war veterans, who had faced the 
enemy on many a field of carnage, me 0 who 
were not afraid of noise, men who had made 
a good record in other Jands, in short who 
had seen the elephant inarage. The deter- 
mined 35 home guard salied out of Sanders- 
ville early one morning and moved in the dl- 
rection of Milledgeville. When out about 
Tabernacle or thereabout, the Home Guard, 
fearing they were getting too far from their 
wives, mothers and firesides, concluded they 
would come toahalt They formed a line 
of battle, the Home Guard did. They had 
implicit confidence in the two old veterans, 
the initials of whose names were Dr. 
H. of your city, and Colonel H K.N, of the 
93d. Never did two old soldiers get together 
with their initials nearer the same I reckon— 
These two soldiers armed with beavy spurs 
and riding long winded steeds, were to go 
. forward and reconnoitre and report back to 
the Home Guard whether to make a charge, 
flank the enemy, formin hollow square or 
take to the woods--a command not laid down 
in Hardee’s tactics. Forward rode the two 
reconnoiterers—by the way, Dr. H. had by 
some means got possession of a fine black 
broadcloth coat of the long tailed kind. He 
wore that cout that pie ne day. When 
they had gone about one half mile in advance 
they encountered a brigade of Siocum’s 
cavalary, armed with carbines shooting 17 
timesa minute. The reconnoiterers knew 
what movement and what arms to use; they 
put their horses’ heads toward the Home 
Guards and commenced using their spurs. 
They were not long in getting in sight of the 
Home Guard either. The valiant 35 were 
ordered in line. They saw two men they 
recovnized as the reconnoiterers coming like 
Old Nick was right after them, and they saw 
a blue mass of Slocumities bearing down up- 
ontnem. ‘Tbere was no time for a council of 
war-——the commanding officer of the Home 
Guard raising himselfin his stirrups spoke 
aloud, says he, ‘‘gentlemen of the Home 
Guards, right-about, every one of you, and 
make fer the Ohoopie Williamson ny 
git.’ They obeyed withouta murmur. The 
Slocumites took right after the Home Guard 
and came nigh capturing the whole com 
mand; after chasing them through lanes, 
brier-patches and pine thickets. The two 
old veterans though had re‘reated before and 
made good their escape, save the Dr.’s cloth 
coat which bad been changed into a round- 
about by tne enemy’s balls.

A HAPPY THING FOR GEORGIA, 

It is a happy thing for the state that the 
money for the Macon and Brunswick road 
was paid in Georgia sevens. We have a debt 
of about $4,000,000 that must be funded or 
paid in two years, As a matter of course the 
state does not intend to pay the whole debt 
when itisdue. It will be funded. By this 
payment nearly one-fifth of the maturing 
debt iscalled in and paid. This will make it 
much easier to fund the balance. 

If the balance of the payment on the Macon 
and Brunswick had been made in United 
States bonds, it is doubtfulif the debt would 
have been reduced at all. The legislature 
would have had to sell the United States 
bonds and order the state bonds bought and 
retired. The temptation would have been 
great to have applied this $750,000 to the pay- 
ment of the interest on the public debt, 
rather than the principal. For while the 
constitution requires that the proceeds of 
the sale of public property shall be applied 
to the public debt, the precedent has been 
established that payment on the-interest of 
the publicdebt fills the constitutional require- 
ment. 

It is fortunate all round that the payment 
has been made, without contest and in the 
manner prescribed by the governor. It es- 
tablishes beyond doubt the financial strength 
and power of the East Tennessee syndicate 
and shows that it isnot only determined, but 
able to carry out its fuil scheme of southern 
development. 
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AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 

The latest report of the department of agri- 
culture relates to the numberand value of 
farm animals, the wages of farm labor and 
the freight rates of the railroads—three inter- 

‘esting subjects. There were in Georgia on 
the first day of January 102,695 horses, worth 
$84.37 each. Their total value was $8 664,377. 
Thisis not a horse state, only South Carolina 
and Florida having less. Bat we have 139.- 
653 mules, worth $96.60 a head, 
Or $13,490,480 in all. Georgia is 
only second to Missouri in the number or 
Me ue of mules, and the difference between 
the two states is not, ia point of value, larze. 
The horses and mules combined of Illinois 
are worth more than any other state. In the 
country there are 11,169,683 horses, and 1,904,- 
126 mules. These animals are worth just 
about 1,000 millions dollars. The average 
value of the horses is $74: of the mules, $84. 

Georgia has now 342,048 milchcews, worth 
$19.05 a head, or $6,493,554 in all. Texas is 
the only southern state that surpasses in the 
number of milch cows. Whilethe Kentucky 
cow is not so numerous, she is worth nearly 
twice as much in the average as the Georgia 
cow. Wealso have 610,811 oxen and other 
cattle. These cattle are only worth $1f.75 a 
head. In some of the states such cattle are 
worth nearly $39a head. There is a certain 
satisfaction in reading that thisclass of cattle 
are worth only $9.18in one state—Florida. 
But Florida does not claim to be astock state. 

We have 543.415 sheep, worth $1.50 a head, 
as against 7,956,275 head in Texas, worth $2 24 
each. Tennessee, West Virginia and 
Kentucky also outrank us. There are no 
dog statistics in the pamphlet. We have 
1,582,116 hogs, worth $3.67 each. Texas, Ten- 
messee and Kentucky again lead us, The 
average value of hogs in Massachusetts is 
$13.90; in Ohio, $6.20. We ought to have 
more and better hogs. 

During the past year there was a handsome 
increase throughout the country of stock cat- 
tle, of sheep andswine. The movement of 
cattle of Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi to 
Texas has, it is thought, caused a slight re- 
duction in the number of cattle in the three 
states. This is offset, however, in these states 
by the unusual interest taken in stock im- 


provement. 
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THE SOUDAN WAR. 

Egypt, England and the Soudan constitute 
a very large field, presenting many distinct 
points of interest. There are the Trinkitat 
campaign against Osman Digma, the disposi- 
tion of King John of Abyssinia, the where- 
abouts of the Mahdi, the situation at K har- 
toum, Egypt itself, the demands of the perte, 
and lastly, England’s plans and intentions, 
and the Gladstone government, 

The Tokar district lies on the Red sea, 
about 350 miles east of Berber at the fifth 
cataract of the Nile. In this district are Sin- 
kat, Suakim, a _ port, Tokar, and 
Trinkitat, another port. In this district the 
wily Arab, Osman Digma, at the head of a 

eof frensied and fanatical insurgents, 
won three victories over the Egyptians 

led by European officers. He captured 
Sinkat and slaughtered the garrison, he over- 
whelmed General Baker's army near Trink- 
itat, and again there was a dreadful carnage, 
and he received the surrender of the Tokar 
garrison. The English government has de- 
cided to punish this bloodthirsty wretch, and 
a command of about 4,000 British soldiers is 
now in the field Trinkitat hunting 
him and his army, which is thonght to be 
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, 40,000 strong. General Graham commands 


\. ‘this force, receiving instract(s from Gen- 
eral Steph in chief com), jpd at Cairo. 
‘Digma has a fine lot of ghgitaapture< 
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troops. Much depends upon General Gra- 
ham’s campaign, and the reader will scarcely 
fail to study itas each day’s dispatches are 
laid before him. England has never and 
probably will never agree to release its hold 
on Eastern Soudan, or all the country east of 
the Nile. 

The Christian king of Abyssinia is a factor 
in the Eastern Soudan problem at least. Mas- 
sowab, an important port on the Red sea, and 
a large section of country extending to the 
Blue Nile were wrested by the khediveIsmail, 
from Abyssinia. West of Massowah on the 
road to Khartoum lies Kassala, now held by 
an Egyptian garrison. This garrison is in 
fear of the defiant Moslems, who may find 
there another Sinkat. IfGeneral Graham is 
successful such 4 disaster will 
be averted, orif King John, of Abyssinia 
can be induced py promises of restitution to 
hold Massowah and relieve Kassala, the situ- 
ation in eastern Soudan would be very much 
more promising to those who have to face the 
Moslems that swarm out of the Soudan. The 
island of Massowah and the province of 
Boghos of right belong to Abyssmia. 

The whereabouts of the Mahdi is of course 
uncertain, for he is moving in a land that is 
not supplied with telegraphs or railroads. 
No reliable news has been received concern- 
ing him since the destruction of General 
Hicks and his army of Egyptians near E! 
Obeid, the capital of Kordofan, situated 
about three hundred miles west hhartoum. 
General Gordon offered to make the Mahdi 
sultan of. Kordofan and therefore virtually 
ruler of the Soudan, but he has undoubted'y 
rejected the offer. He issaid to want the 
earth, and to be about to setout to conquer 
it. The beliefis, that he is marchiug on 
K bartoum at the head of 
al) the Arabs that he can 
feed. His men, tired by previous successes 
and religious frenzy, are ready for plunder 
and butchery. What the mahdi is really do- 
ing cannot be ascertained until he is heard 
from in the course of his career. His very 
theory compels him to fight until he is him- 
self destroyed or the world is under his feet, 
Undoubtedly he will assail Khartoum first. 

Kharioum, the capital of the Soudan, lies 
atthe junction of the White and the Blue 
Nile. Its defenses consist of ditches and 
esrthworks. The town contains about 60,000 
people, two-thirds of whom are slaves. The 
European population does. not exceed 2,000, 
andthe remainer are Musselmen, and are 
very superstitious. The buildings are mostly 
inferior. The garrison is made upof Ezgyp- 
tians, who are also Mohammedans. If the 
mahdi is victorious, the whole Mos- 
lem population wiil be apt to 
join him, General Gordon was sent withoutan 
army to hold Khartoum and the country 
north ofit, ana to make terms if possible 
with the mahdi. He wasto bribe them in 
stead of fizhting them. He offered the madhi 
Kordofan, and to the people of Khartoum and 
the great slave dealers of Soudan, heoffered a 
recognition of the slave trade. He abandons 
to their own rulers all of the Soudan west- of 
the Nile, and he agrees to legalize slavery. 
Money is expected io do the rest of the work. 
(Gjeneral Gordon’s courage is unquestioned, 
but his mission is considered extremely haz- 
ardousand doubtful. Just what he has ac- 
complished is unknown to the public. He is 
stillat Khartoum. Itis not known that the 
tribes between Khartoum and Berber have 
gone over to the mahdi, and stopped the 
navigation ,.of the Nile. It is felt that 
General Gordon and the garrison of Khar- 
toum areinacriticalcondition. If they can 
safely reach Berber they could undoubtedly 
hold their own against the tribes that are 
near the river Nile. 

Egypt itself is powerless. The fellaheen 
will not fight, and her blacks are not to be 
trusted. They came as slaves from or through 
the Soudan. In order to hold secure the 
route to India and to put down the false 
prophet, a stand must be made somewhere 
in case of the evacuation or fall of Khartoum, 
and the failure of General Gordon’s mission. 
The line of retreat is not down the river, but 
across the country to Suakim. This is im- 
possible unless ;General Graham succeeds in 
destroying the army of Osman Digma.. In 
that case the Egyptians and non-combatants 
in the Soudan, numberiag itis said 20,000, 
may escape. But even then the march of 
the mahdi will’ haveto be stayed at some 
pointin the Nile valley. If not at Berber, 
then at the second cataract; if not there, 
then certainly at Assouan, which is in 
Egypt proper at the first cataract. Even 
at Assouan English troops would have to be 
used, andso the Eaglish occupation would 
be begun, to last while England holds India. 

General Gordon hela up before the Soudan 
ese an invasion of the Turks, and the porte 
has done some blustering. It has ordered 
the khedive to hold the Soudan, and to 
make no concessions to the False Prophet; 
but as no power respects the Turks, and as 
England does not propose to let them gain 
any glory or power in Africa, no considera- 
tion is given to their threats. | 

Mr. Gladstone has hesitated in suppressing 
the Soudan rebellion, because it was Egypt’s 
business, and because he desired to keep his 
promises of leaving Egypt to the Egyptians, 
Butneither Europe nor England itself now 
desire to see the savage hordes overrun Egypt, 
and doubtless the premier will take good care 
that the mahdiis punished and;confined to 
Kordofan, or perhaps altogether crushed, 
Engiand is slow to move in dealing with such 
uprisings, but in the end her punishment is 
thorough. No doubt the Arabs of 
the desert will fight bravely and 
well, as their victories have given them a 
supply of good arms, but when they have to 
encounter British soldiers instead of Egyptian 
sheep, the result will not long remain in 
doubt. El Mahdi and his lieutenant on the 
coast, Osman Digma, will both be conquered, 
and Egypt will then become a dependency of 
England. 

While the struggle js forming and progress- 
ing the house of commons will not be apt to 
disturb the Gladstone cabinet, unless there 
should occur a series of military blunders 
and disasters. Just before the fall of 
Tokar the government was sustained 
by a majority of 49, although the Irish vote 
was cast solidiy against it. Itis much more 
likely to suffer defeat over the franchise 
bill than ovoy its policy in Egypt. The fall 
of Khartoum ‘and the capture of General 
Gordon would however be apt to precipitate 
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taken altogether is serious enough to be inter- 
esting. Ifthe mahdi is able to sweep past 
Khartoum and join his force with that of 
Osman Digma, England will have a task of 
large proportions on her hands, and a conflict 
will again take place between the two reli- 
gions, between barbarism and civilization. 
The world is watching the contest.

THE STATE OF GEORGIA 
G&TSITS BONDS. 


HOW 


And “Retires Them Never to be Resurreeted—The 
East Tennessee. Virginia aud Georgia RKail- 
road Pays the Balanee Due'en the Macon 
and Branewick Purehase—-Etc. 


By a transaction which eaded yesterday the state 
of Georgia wiped out just exactly three quarters of 
& million dollars of her indebtedness. 

Three days ago the state owed $9,454,635. To-day 
she owes $8,704.635. That isasnug reduction for 
one transaction and it will materialiy aid the re- 
funding of that portion of the indebtedness falling 
due in 1866. 

The following telegram was received by Govera- 
or McDaniel yesterday : 
New York, March 1.—His excellency, Henry D. 
McDaniel), governor, Atlanta, Ga.: The purchasers 
of the Macon and Brunswick railroad have deliv- 
ered to me $750,000 in recognized bonds of the state 
of Georgia, fours, sevens and eights. Wiil close ex- 
amination Monday. D. N, SPER, state treasurer, 
This closes the accounts between the siate and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road, the 
purchasers of the Macon and Brunswick. The state 
had already received $509,000 and interest, Tihat, 
too, was paid in bonds. 
itis not often thatastate makes sucha hole in 
its indebtedness as this. Most of the bonds paid in 
are sevens, falling due 1886, aud the payment dis- | 
poses of considerable more than seven hundred 
thousand dollars of the four millions that will have 
to be refunded in that year.é oe 
it cannot be that many of the bonds are fours 
and eights because theformer are scarce and tne 
latier are higher than the seveus 
the most important points for congratulation in 
this matter may be mentioned as follows: 
The everlasting wiping out of th:ee quarters ofa 
million doliars of state indebtednoss. 
The const quent stopping of more than fifty thou- 
sand dollars of interest due annually. 
The partial solution of the refuudiog problem of 
1886 and 
The placing ofthe proceeds of the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad intosuch shape that no legis- 
lation of any sort whatever will be needed to make 
disposition thereof. 

HOW IT ALL HAPPENED. 

It will be remembered that four Jears ago the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad was sold to the 
owners of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia for $1,250,000. The act which authorized the 
sale was Wise in its provisions, requiring that the 
road should be paid for in recoguized bonds of the 
state. It was then feared that holders cf state 
bonds would take advantage of the purchasers of 
the road and demand extortionate prices for the 
bonds. An act was then passed by the legislature 
allowing the road to be paid 
for in recognized _ state bonds 
orin registered bonds of the United States. It was 
clearly the intention of the legislature to have no 
mone) transaction, the whole aim beiag the re- 
duction of the state debt in accordance with the 
constitution, which provides that the proceeds of 
oe of the state that is sold must be ap- 
plied to the extinguishment of the state debt. At 
the time the sale was made there existed certain 
United States three per cent bonds, which were 
not registered. Since that time these bonds haye 
been made registered bonds, When the time neared 
for the payment of the last instaliment of 
the purchase money, the officials of the ‘road 
announced that they were ready to pay, and that 
United States three per cents would be tendered. 
State Treasurer Speerasked Attorney General An- 
derson for an opinion as to whether he should 
receive these bonds which were not registered at 
the time the coutract wasmade. Colonel Anderson 
stated that they could not be received, as they were 
notsuch bonds as were contemplated when the 
contract wasmade. He held thatonly recognized 
state boudsor bonds of the United States registered 
at the time the trade was made or issucd in pursu- 
ance of laws existing at thai time could be 
received. The governor, the lreasurer 
and the attorney general all agreeing on this 
opinion the statecooly refused the tender of the 
three quarters of a million, because the tender 
was not made in bonds conforming to the strict 
letter and spirit of the law. 

The attorneys of the road were considerably 
taken back, and held that they had the right to 
pay in money or in either of the three classes of 
bouds referred to; that the state should not force 
them to paya premium for bonds with which to 
make the settlement; that if they had to buy 
bonds at a premium the state should take them at 
& premium. They asked fora hearing before the 
attorney general, which was granted and they ap- 
peared aud made jengthy arguments but to no 
effect. They then asked the governor to submit 
the question to the supreme Court, but he refu ed. 
The state put herself sequarely on her opinion of 
her rights, and awaited the result. 

The attorneys of the road deparied and for sev- 
eral days considerable anxiety was expressed as to 
what the road would do. No intimation was giv- 
en. butina few days certain banks began to look 
around for Georgia sevens and then it became un- 
derstood that the road would be paid for aceording 
to the requirements of the governor, and thai no 
sejzure of the road and nolitigation would fellow. 
A few days ago state Treasurer Speer left for New 
York, and on the 28th, the day the payment was 
due, it was mado atthe Fourth National bank, the 
states New York fiscal agent, Taken all in all a 
more satisfactory result could not have been asked 
for.

_ AN ADVENTURE witH A Snake.—Recently 
in company with his father-in-law, Mr. James 
Crumbaugh and a neighbor, Mr. George 
Stickney, all living near Springfield, O., M. 
Hariem went on a nutting and hunting ex- 
position to Clifton, a romantic and rocky 
spot near the headwaters of the Miami.

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THE HOME OF DAVIS. 


CHARMS WHICH NESTLE AROUND 
BEAUVOIR. 


The Grounds and the Mansion Reminding One of Old 
Times— How the Great Southern Leader Passes 
His Time—Pictures and Bric-a-Brac of 
the Home—The Outgoing Tide. 


From the Nashville World. 

Beauvoir, the home of Jefferson Davis, is a 
part of the property which was bequeathed to 
him by the late Mrs. Sarah A. Dorsay. Her 
relatives attempted to set aside the will, but 
the supreme court recently confirmed the de- 
cisions of the lower courts in bis favor. 

It is situated on the gulf coast in Mississippi, 
between Biloxi and Mississippi City. Near 
by are the campgrounds where the Methodists 
hold their annual summer meetings. 

The house is an o!]d southern mansion, such 
as is quite common in this section. Its wide 
halls and many galleries speak of ante-bel- 
lum days, of the olden time when wealth and 
luxury here were the common lot of all. 

The business men of New Orleans and Mo- 
bile flocked from the croweded cities 
in summer to their sea-shore homes, and 


whiled away the heated term’in luxurious. 


rest. 

The professional man found recreation 
from his labors in fishing and hunting, and 
rest for his wearied frame in the bam- 
mocks on the piazzas or beneath the shade 
trees. 

The air in this clime is so soft, that except 
for shelter from occasional rains, man needs 
not the cover of houses. 

Beauvoir mansion stands something less 
than one hundred yards from the blue wa- 
ters ofthe guif. It rests upon brick pillars 
twelve feet high. Broad steps reach from 
the ground up to the wide front gallery, 
which is the entire length of the building. 
Otber narrow porches’ join at eack end, ex- 
tending around the house. The entire struc- 
ture is of wood. The main entrance is 
through a vast hail, whose high frescoed ceil- 
ing isnowdim tromage. To the right are 

two spacious bed chambers opening into the 
hall, and separated from each other by large 
sliding doors. The windows extend to the 
floor, and furnish easy egress to the galleries. 

On the left of the hall are parlors, and a li- 
brary furnished with easy chairs and sofas, 
Around the wails hang fine old oil paintings, 
and attractive ornaments adorn the tables 
and mantels. The book-cases contain a wealth 
of literature seidom seen in a private library. 
Many of these things were the property of Mr. 
Dorsay, and included in the bequests she 
made Mr, Davis. 

In the wide, airy hall are divans and 
lounges, upholstered in chintz by Mrs. Davis’s 
Own hands. On the walls hang her paintings 
and those of her daughter, 

Around on every side are curious relics of 
other days and other lands. 

Beyond the hail to the left isan ell contain- 
ing the bed chambers, with large windows 
and doors opening upon the latticed porches, 
Across an intervening court opposite is the 
dining room, with its wealth of ola silver and 
giass, pictures and ornaments, 

In the yard towards the front of the house 
are two pavilions of two roomseach. The 
one on the leit is furnished as bed rooms for 
guesis. The otver,on the right, is Mr. Davis’ 
study. ‘The latter is modestly furnished 
with a lounge, tables and chairs 
and contains quite a library. Here 
the great man spends much of his time in 
reading and writing. A smalj room adjoin- 
ing is His daughter’s boudoir, containing 
muby littie articies denoting a woman’s oc- 
cupancy. The window opens on a small gar- 
den of rare and beautiful tropical flowers. 

The yard is a very Jarve one. The plank 
fence cannot be seen from the house. except 
where it passes in front, near the pguif. 

A few orange trees are scattered in the 
garden and yard. The stately pines, oaks 
and elinsstand around in forest-like grandeur. 
From their branches wave the festoons of 
gray iwoss. Again, it hangs in graceful pen- 
dants, or interiaces the pine cones and green 
foliage of the trees. 

[a che rear of the house,on the left, m 
be seen the cottage occupied by Robert 
Brown, Mr, Dayis’ body-servant, who still 
fol'ows as he ever has done, his master’s for- 
tunes. It was he who took care: of the chil- 
dren and carried them to Canada when Mrs. 
Davis followed her husband to a prisoner’s 
cell. Heisadark mulatto with a mixture 
of incian b'ovod. His hair is long and nearly 
straight, an now quite gray. His bearing is 
thai vi a poiished gentleman.

Traveler is the constant attendant either of 
Mr. and Mrs. Davis. When not with one he 
is surely to be found near the other. 

He welcomes the stranger with glad dem- 
onstrations, andtaking his haod gently in 
his great mouth, leads himup the steps into 
the house. He streiches himself on the rug 
at his master’s feet whenever 
there are guests in the parior; 
he walks with the family and friends to the 
dining room and soberly seats himself near 
the hearth until the meal is finished. He 
remains quiet until his kind and good 
thoughtful master fills a plate with food and 
teils him to speak if he is hungry. A wag of 
his tail and a “‘bow-wow,”’ and beis imme- 
diately served just outside the door on a 
mat.

Whenever Mrs. Davis drives out Traveler 
accompanies her. When the phaeton is or 
dered the dog immediately goes to the beach 
for a bath, returning in time to join his mis- 
tress at the door. He trots along beside the 
phaeton through the woodland roads, stop- 
ping to bathe in every clear-running brovk- 

et by the wayside. Shaking his long silken 
hair so white and black until itis almost dry, 
he resumes his journey. passing through the 
villages of Biloxi, Handsboro or Mississippi 
City, as the route of his mistress may 
determine. Despite all efforts, he occa- 
sionally pauses to pick a quarrel or to snap 
and bite at the dogs which he may meet in 
ing. Such conduct sometimes cause; 
im to be forcibly detained at home onthe 
next occasion. He seems to understand the 
punishment, and for weeks afterwards does 
not repeat the offense. He trots leisurerly 
over the sands with a peace-abiding air, 
looking neither to the right nor the left, 
treating with silent contempt all demonstra- 
tions of his old enemies.

Like Mary and Martha Washington, Mrs. 
Davis bas united the gentle, loving mother, 
with domestic virtues, to grander womanly 
qualities. . 

Whether at the national capital, bearing 
the honors of the wife of the secretary of 
war, end latter, listening to the loud acclama- 
tions that greeted his election to the United 
States senate, or at Briarfield, as 
the mother and mistress of the household, 
we find the same type of noble womanhood. 

In prosperity as in adversity, whether the 
consort of the president of the confederacy, 
or the wife cf the exile of Beauvoir, t he 
same grand nature pervades her life. Sill 
moving forward with an undaunted spirit— 
which sustained her in so many hours of trial, 
which supported her amid the clanking 
chains at Fortress Monroe, she clings fondly 
and untiringly to her husband in his declin- 
ing years. [he friend, wife and companion, 
she is all to him now in his quiet house, 

A native of Kentucky, Mr. Davis was reared 
in Mississippi. For his home hisattachment 
is unbounded. He firmly put aside all temp- 
tations to live abroad and cast his lot on the 
Gulf coast of his much-loved state. The heart 
of her history is his, and it will remain faith- 
ful through coming years. Time has not bent 
his proud form, nor age dimmed his wonder- 
ful mind, though nearly four-score years 
are his. His life is blessed with the love 
of all who know him. Among his ac- 
quaintances there are no cavilers. It is only 
these who do not know him who misunder- 
stand and misrepresent him. He has no in- 
terest in politics. He desires none. He is 
not even a citizen of the country, in the ser- 
vice of which the best years of his life were 
spent. Hedesires nothing more than to live 
quietly among his own people, and to feel 
that in death, as in life, he is ever dear to 
them. sy

Yesterday one of hissalesmen te'egraphed an order 
for 875 barrels ef flour, worth about $,000 such 
orders are coming in coustantly, and the trade is 
growing to really enormous proportions. Ali the 
shipments for these different flours are made di- 
rect from tke Litchfield mills to the dealer, el- 
though copies of invzices come from 
the St. Louis office to Mr. Tolleson at Atlanta, 
in order thathe may trace the shipments if they 
should happen to be delayed by the freight lines. 

‘‘l wish you would'say,’’ remarked Mr. To/leson, 
as the reporter gotup to leave, “that our miils 
made the largest purchase of striciiy No. 2 wheat 
the other day ever made by any miilersin this 
ecountry.”’

Ifaman should tell me 
that freight from New York to Atlanta was 
going to tumble from $1.25 to twenty-five

Read part of the 
divine service.’ Alas! he could read no 
more than partof it. Far away from home, 
and hungry and freezing and dying, they 
cried unto the Lord, and they went right out 
of a cold earth into a warm heaven. Oh! we 
who neglect divine service because it is too 
cold or too hot, or we are too busy, or have 
company, let us take the chiding that comes 
down fromthe north in the box containing 
the ice-journal of George W. DeLong, the 
Christian commander. ae | 
They did not wait to pray till the cutters 
parted in the gale, and the last can of pem- 
mican was exhausted and they were reduced 
to a little willow tea and a fried boot-sole, 
but while the Jeannette was in good trim 
and sailing on for a scientific conquest 80 
promising that it excited the jealousy of 
the naval officers at San Francisce, tha Tusca- 
rora, and the Alaska, and the Alert, and the 
Monterey of the United States navy joining 
not in the cheers and the saivors at the de- 
parture of the Jeannette.

With all the meteorological instruments 
and philosophical apparatus, but they 
id not consider themselves strong 
enough or wise enough to do without God, 
Let the infidel and atheistic and blatant phi- 
isophy of our day hear it and repent. Do 
hot stuliify yourselves and your religion by 
Saying that any expedition is a failure which 
seis up the banner of the Son of God on the 
glittering pinnacles of iceberg till all the na- 
tions behold the crimson standard. Gloria 
atri, which we sang this morning, sung by 
ese arctic voyagers while heaving icebergs 
ye ed the accompaniment. Glory be to the 
ather and the Son and the Holy Ghost as it 
Was, is now and ever shall be, world without 
end. Amen! Oh, did it merely happen so? 
Was it only accidentai? Wasthere no si 
nificance wide as earth and high as heaven in 
the fact that in that unending winter on 
monumental hill on Lena Delta the tomb was 
clowned with a cross? On that cold forehead 
of the world is set the most precious symbol 
of the Christian reli

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Going into ordinary battle. the 
Knows thatthere is a possibility that the 
enemy inay give way through cowardice. 
But iceberg: never get afraid, and 
are = =—s never throw into panic. 

Going into ordinary battle the soldier 
knows that itis possible that the enemy may 
be overcome by a flank movement or assailed 
from the rear.

grave where I dropped the Resolute and the 
Intrepid and the Fury and the Pioneer and 
the Assistance.’ The most difficult of all 
courage was the courage cf DeLong and his 
men, for they fought not other men who may 
be routed, but dumb forces of nature which 
never give any quarterand never surrender 
and never die. Godin olden time sent forth 
Joshua and Elijah and Paui by theirexample 
to teach the world courage. Now he sends 
the Schwatkas, the Franklins, the Dr. Kanes, 
the Livingstones, the Stanleys, the DeLongs. 
the Ambiers, the Collinses, who do honor to 
the human race. More now than ever before 
these are giants among men, great throngs of 
men still conquering fatigue, and hunger, and 
physical woe, that they may present the 
round earth to the cause of geographical dis- 
covery. We have found out at last how the 
world is bounded—on the north. on the 
south, on the east andon the west—oy the 
courage of man and the goodness of God. It 
is not more weighty, such explorers’ discov- 
ery of the features of the globe, than what 
they discover of the capacity of man when he 
sets out fur great enterprises. The influence 
of such example is most salutary. 

We want more men of that kind to work 
the reforms of the state and church, eodur- 
ance that cannot be frozen out by the world’s 
frigidity. What is detaining the church of 
God in our days is its mamby-pamby mem- 
bership. We have plenty of Christians in 
the vineyard ready to sitdown and eat grapes, 
but few DeLong’s to push out into the cold. 
Yet God is fitting out expeditions on all 
sides, and men and women are wanted who 
care little for their own comfort, and every- 
thing for what they can do forothers. Fred- 
erick Obelin commanded such an expedition, 
Fiorence Nightingale another, Alexander 
Duff another, John Howard another, Bishop 
Asbury another. If you can not command 
an pepemiars, you can join one. The day 
will arrive when all the great Christian expe- 
ditions shall come back into the presence of 
many worlds,not only the leaders but the led, 
not only the commanders but the commanded, 
not only the celebrated but the obscure shall 
get celestial and divine recognition. As Christ 
introduces his friends and the question is 
asked: ‘‘Who are these Thou introducest into 
our imperial company?’ Christ will say: 
“This is the woman that gave a cup of cold 
water to the thirsty traveler. This is the 
child that read the Scripturesto her blind 
mother. This is the nurse that rocked 
the sick children’s cradle. This is the 
female clerk of the store who patiently 
endured the insolence of customers. 
This the mother who brought up her chil- 
dren forGod ‘Thisisthe man who forsook 
not his religion amid the-ridicule of the hat 
factory. This is the fireman who fell deadin 
trying to get a child out ofthe third story ofa 
burning building, This isthe machinist, or 

he coal-hbeaver, or the fireman of the sunken 
Jeannette, who, kneeling in the Arcticstorm, 
prayed that their sins might be made whiter 
than snow?’ And then Christ, waving his 
hand over a great multitude that no man can 
number. will Say: ‘They were cold, rhney 
were sick, they were poor, they were despised, 
they were wronged: they came outof great 
tribulation, and had their robes washed and 
e white in the blood ofthe Lamb.”’ That 


rectification oO everytoing, 


and those who expected to take back seats in 


heaven will be called to take front seats. and 
those who would have been satisfied to oc- 
cupy a footstool will be awarded a throne 
and thoseewho had no ambition except to get 
inside the shining gates will be made rulers 
over many cities. 

Another success of this polar expedition is 
in the fact that. it has pursuaded the whole 
world that it is now time to stop pushing in 
that direction.

Never until now has every reasonable 
and enterprising man been willing to calla 
halt. All down through the days of Cabot, 
and Jehn Franklin, and. Dr, Kane, and Nor- 
densjold, and Schwatka the world has 
thought that there was an important passage 
to be discovered and great things to be won 
for geography, but the impression has come 
upon the most hopeful of us that God does 
not mean the race to move any further that 
way. If there were fifty northwest passages, 
of what use would they be to the world if 
only one ship outof a hundred could reach 
one of them?

Let not our foot at 
tempt to pass it, for there are too many armed 
sentinels pacing up and down to make it safe 
for us toattempt to break through, God has 
some reservations. ‘The Bible says He keeps 
something even from the angels, and is it 
strange that He should keep something away 
from the human race? There must be paths 
where Jebovah can walk alone and without 
being questioned by human impertinence. 
DeLong and his men Lave made 
for us most important discovery, 
have found for us the 
limits of useful exposure. If Columbus was 
to be honored for finding the shore of this 
continent, let these dead men have an imper- 
ishable monument, for the fact that they have 
with their suffering predecessors found the 
shore ofthe Divine secret. It is a great thing 
io have seen for themselves and for all ages 
the burnished barriers of the Omnipotent, 
and to have just looked through the crystal 
pickets of the fence marked ‘No 
thoroughfare.’’ Blessed are those men and 
those nations who are wise enough to know 
that there is a limitation to human thought 
and to human courage, and that at the 
highest latitude ever reached by the ship’s 
prow or reindeer sled 1s the white altar on 
which the human race must kneel in humble 
defeat, crying with Job: “He stretcheth out 
the north over the empty piace.” 

Another great success of this Polar expedi-
